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Abbreviations can often be used to serve a useful and acceptable purpose.
However, good judgment must be used in determining where and when they
should be used. Within the military service there are many terms and
abbreviations which are unique to the craft. It is not expected that we know all
these terms, but as they are encountered we should become familiar with their
meaning. The following list covers many of the more common terms and
abbreviations. Joint terms are underlined.
